Making the Most 


of the Last Yield 


of a Kitchen Garden

HE last days of gleaning from th« 
fall garden yield many treasures 
for -winter use. 


If tho rail pickling !• «J1 done, the 


last green tomatces may be used for - 
frying: or in a p!e for variety, or some 
of the biggest will ripen If placed In 
the sun. The last copies left on thft . 
trees make Jelly or tney may be pressed 
for elder or vinegar. Good varieties of 
pears that will not ripen on the trees 
may be - picked and wrapped in paper 
and placed in a drawer, and in due 
time they will ripen perfectly. The last 
grapes are generally the aweetest' of 
all and they may be cnt and their 
stem ends dipped in sealing wax. They 
should then be packed in sawdust and 
may be used as needed for the table. 


The last herbs from the garden are 


apt to have heavy stalks, so strip oft 
the leaves and dry them, then powder 
them, put them in wide-mouthed bot- 
tles and cork them tightly. Label the 
bottles carefully. 


Ca?)bages may be hroaffht 
tn and • 


placed on the cellar bottom for a short 
time before they are used. 
Peppers 


may be picked, and with a needle and 
heavy thread may be strung, then h'uns " 
to dry for future use. 
Early in the 


season, -when the^peppers are in perfec- 
tion, they may be picked and placed in 
the over, long- enough to allow the re- 


line val of the siins easily. Halve and 
! seed them, then blanch five minutes. 
i rok'.-iiij them and pack them in jars. 
i Cover tho peppers with bpilin? water, 


add a level teaspoonful of salt, adjust 
the bottle-tops and rubbers, then ster- 
iiizc the bottles in a hot-water bath for 
two Iioi-irs. seal tight, cool and stors 
away. The peppers, after washing, are • 
excellent for salad use during the win- 
ter. 


The last of the summer squashes may 


be gathered and thinly pared, cut into 
small pieces and blanched ten minutes., 
the-n cold-dipped three minutes 
and 


packed into jars. Add a level teaspooh- 
fiil. of salt and cover them with .boiling ' 
water, adjust-Toe bottle rubbers and 
tops, then put the bottles in a water-. 
bath for two hours. Remove the jars 
an<3. tighten the tops, cool and store. 
| This will make a convenient variety in 
vegetables during the 
early 
winter. 


When taken from the can. ralisat the 
squash in a saucepan, drain oft? the ex- 
tra water and add a seasoning of but- 
ter, pepper, salt and a little sugar. Or 
cook them in ramekins, adding to the 
seasoning a few dry crumb*. A little 
prated cheese and a. few drops of onion
